In an abstract domain I would argue that history has a sphere - the present world 
and has connectivities to the past which means a modern resembling Prophet figure 
that Sirohi is in the past was the synchronic structure of Christ and Mohammad 
even Paul and Averroes which then is a schema for a connection in abstract fashion 
of his beard and looks resembling Sirohi’s looks which then is how to identify 
Christ. I mean all of this is a sphere religious believers and Apostles who argue it 
out in this fashion. 


Part I - The Originals 


I. Interview on Islam - Between Said and Ulamas 


Sirohi - I argue that I am a Prophet in a certain figurative reading of the Quran, 
actually the work can be read as a metaphor of Mohammad, a literary Arab man 
who is a philosopher and militant and that is the Second Prophet, a modern 
contextualization of Islam, in modernity’s spirit though of a Said vision I once had - 
a man who is Kierkegaardian in fact. 


S.V. R. Nasr - To commence the history of Anderson’s attack on Islam should be 
registered, Anderson believes that religion is a modernist system only when it 
rejects the customs of Mohammad and joins Sirohi, and believes also that it is a 
conservative Islam followed by all since its origins and is systematic scope of a 
crisis in the Arab world called by Sirohi - Shia and Sunni revivalism, whose actual 
form is in fact nominalist or latterly and is in fact something like Said himself or the 
Arabic speakers Sirohi knows. It is in fact a modernist artifice. 


Daniel Khomeini - I meant in fact just that the Prophet is in fact a nominalist leader, 
a type of sophisticated Argentine psychoanalyst or to put it a French professor, and 
that is all he says. He cannot be followed because the religion is a conservative one 
that he saw in Jamia, which he calls conventional Islam. 


Perry Anderson - My point would be the word Christ, Mohammad or Paul is 
suffused with the Graeco-Roman past and is part of its concentration of historical 
resonances to miracles an such names connoting Prophet or Messiah, when actually 
it is a modern and Graeco-Roman mix of antiquity and modernism - it is exactly like 
Sirohi that mix, a type of modernist living in a monastic whatever singularity. This 
mix is called the Vatican. 


II. Reading the Quran in French - Sophie Wahnich and Rebecca Comay 


The French word for Prophet is profe which means of course Prophetic, but also in 
the standard sense a normal person and in fact a Professor and Philosopher. 


The rest of the Quran is about his more Graeco-Roman historian habit. 


III. Perry Anderson on History and Today - How Sirohi made Christ 
Intelligible 


So of course Christ is received as God or miraculous which Sirohi potrays is part of 
a song in rap that he listens to and sees Christ in a cool modern way in a balcony. I 
imagine this to be the reason they wear suits in the past. This figurative analysis 
commences my history of religion - 


In the Graeco-Roman past the dispersal of it into feudalism and then its trade 
change to modern capitalism brings with it a longevity of the Christian, Islamic and 
even Jewish religions which then adapt to the modernist impulse of the relgion in 
institutions like the Vatican, which preserves Graeco-Roman monastic life in the 
present as if Sirohi would argue under the general situation a small preserved 
religion remains, which is the love for Islam that it remains in that cloth and culture 
of the Iranian or Jamia kind. 


In a structuralist fashion I would treat Islam as part of Caliphate ideology which 
then broke into modernist traditions and fragments in modernity which then 
recently becomes Saffadism and conservative religious revivalism which is 
reorganized by Sirohi as Prophet which is an ideology for the more modernist Islam 
and Vatican tradition which re-structures the religion in a general subordinate to 
dominant Islam and its structural configuration. 


The Quran is in a structuralist fashion therefore divided between Mohammadan 
dominant Prophethood and belief in the religion, and a minor Prophetic tradition 
going in a long arc back to the origins as in fact a aleatory current running through 
its history which is why it is part of the aleatory Quran which is how to read the 
Urdu language and Arabic and Farsi languages, an avant-le letre reading which I 
structuralise into a common Urdu opposed to poetic forms of Urdu which Sirohi 
speaks which reads a poemic slide into the Urdu and announces the fact of a 
Prophet as a “aadmi jo Islam ko padhta hai aur samjhta hai aur inquiabi hai” which 
is a poemic form of a revolutionary. 


Part II - S.V.R. Nasr and Daniel Khomeini with Isiah Levana and Isikiel Levana 
I. One Long Essay 


So to commence with the Ulamas, there is a major tradition of Islam called all that 
Anderson said but it is also finally an argument on its antiquity and feudalism that it 
formed under slave systems and even finally under Caliphate conditions and 
entered modernity as a backward formation which could not find its modern form, 
just as in fact Christianity is hounded by a backward form of racism in Europe and 
America which then in Judaism is the problem of anti-Semitism in modern forms 
and this brings us to the problem of religion and modern forms - the problem is not 
that it is too modern but that it has a modern side to it which Sirohi reveals is 
Christ in the Gospel According to St. Matthew and its portrayals of Christ 
confronting the enemy of Roman rule, which is actually a Greek history which then 
Sirohi reveals and reads out in the present. 


I mean then in the comparison between present and past Sirohi is a similar 
revolutionary and believing figure and this makes him a Prophet in fact in the same 
line and tradition of the oppressed I might add. 


This then is a translation of Anderson above in a more theological format of history.
